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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the same reasons set forth in the final rejection. 
Applicant argues that Terada does not disclose the claimed material for the cleaning layer and there is no basis as to why the polyimide 
backing also reads on the cleaning layer. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees with the above arguments because Terada on page 10, lines 13-21, teaches that the cleaning 
sheet comprises a cleaning layer provided on at least one side of the backing, an oridnary adhesive layer provided on the other side of said 
backing and a protective film release-treated with a silicone-based releasing agent laminated as a separator on at least the surface of said 
cleaning layer. Based on this teaching, the cleaning layer can be provided on both sides of the backing, hence, the cleaning sheet 
comprises a release film, cleaning layer, backing, cleaning layer and ordinary adhesive layer. The backing, which can be polyimide (see 
page 24, lines 1 8-21 ), reads on the cleaning layer because both teaches polyimide, which should exhibit similar tensile modulus and 
adhesive strength properties as those recited. The cleaning layer between the backing and ordinary adhesive layer reads on the support, 
there being no required limitation for "the support" in the present claims. 
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
